Copies of a C harlotte, N. f \, news­ 
paper received here tell of the holding 
for federal court of Elmer C. Marsh 
and Clarence Collins, both of G ettys­ 
burg, in default of $1000 bail. 
The 
charge against them is violating the 
Mann White Slave Act. 


The evidence in the c ase tells that 
two girls from Gettysburg were taken 
to Charlotte by Marsh and Collins, 
but the newspaper account fails to 
ihow that the men were guilty of any 
real offense, as they were paid for 
the trip and apparently had nothing 
to do with the girls after they a rm ed 
at the southern city. 
It would seem 
that the authorities will have some 
difficulty in substantiating the charge 
which has been preferred against the 
men. 
The newspaper account tells 
of the arresting of the two girls on a 
charge of vagrancy 
and says 
that 
they were held as w itne^e 
against 
the men in default 
of 
$500 bail. 
It 
rays: 
“On the stand 
in 
the 
recorder’s 
court the girls asserted that they La I 
bren brought to Charlotte from Get­ 
tysburg by Marsh and Collins. 
The 
two men were in tile recorder's court 
at the time, 
sitting with onlookers. 
The girls, in reply to a question asked 
them as to whether or not they could 
locate the men who 
brought them 
heir, promptly pointed to Marsh and 
( oiling. 
“The two men were placed on the 
stand and admitted 
that they had 
brought the girls to Charlotte from 
Gettysburg. 
“ Before Commissioner Cobb yester­ 
day afternoon the two girls and the 
two young men swore that they had 
come from Gettysburg, leaving that 
place Wednesday a Herndon about four 
o’clock, and making 
the trip 
in a 
Dodge automobile, owned by Collins. 
They 
reached 
Charlotte 
Saturday 
morning about ten o’clock. 
The four 
traveled night and day except Friday 
morning early when they stopped at 
a hotel in Roanoke, Va., remaining 
then* from I a. rn. until about !• a. rn. 
* The defendants swore that the girls 
had paid them alniut ten dollars apiece 
to bring them here. 
The girls reiter­ 
ated this statement. 
Collins suit! that 
he was coming to Charlotte to run his 
automobile for hire. 
The girls said 
that they, learning that Collins was 
coining here, asked him to bring them 
and he consented”. 
Two soldiers were arrested with the 
girls in rooms at a place in Charlotte 
known as “ Liberty Annex.” The paper 
continues: 
“The soldiers, placed on the stand 
as w itnesses, asserted 
that they had 
known the girls, before they came to 
Charlotte with the troops from Get­ 
tysburg. 
The girls said they came to 
Charlotte to see the soldiers. 
“Saturday afternoon, it was brought 
out in the evidence, Marsh and Collins 
drove the girls out to Camp Greene 
where they 
met the two 
soldiers. 
Coming back to the city, accompanied 
by the soldiers, the two girls and sol­ 
diers went to the Liberty Annex where 
they secured rooms. 
Marsh and Col­ 
lins said they left the girls after re­ 
turning to the city from the camp. 
“The two soldiers and the two girls 
said they obtained rooms at the Lib­ 
erty Annex without registering, and 
that the person in charge of the annex 
at the tim e 
did not ask them 
any 
questions about getting the rooms. 
“Harry Mackelfle, who 
is running 
the Liberty Annex, wus also arrested 
following the 
arrest of the soldiers 
and girls.”

tical. 
Wright la not much Interested 
in battle cruisers of the air, although 
he admits they are important to win 
tile war. 
Wright views the airplane 
aa a messenger of peace and not a 
tool of Mara. Hence his activity In be­ 
half of aero jitneys. 
▲ dozen years ago the first success­ 
ful flight of a heavler-than-alr ma­ 
chine was made by the Wright broth­ 
ers In Dayton, O. Orville Wright now 
believes the next ten years will mark 
even greater use of the air machines. 
“As soon as the war Is over I ex­ 
pect to see the whole country mapped 
out 
with 
aerial 
highways,” 
says 
Wright. 
“Along 
these 
routes 
say 
every seven miles, there will be alight­ 
ing places and hangsra.

many retailers are reported

The general price of hulk whisky was 
18 cents per glass, 
Perth being the 
only city in

Some time before the 
first excite period came to a close, on 
September 
20, many retailers 
had 
completely dispo**d 
of their entire 
stock of whisky, notw ithstanding the 
fact that they were permitted to dis­ 
pose of the liquor at 50 under proof. 
Increased Holiday Consumption 
The period that opened on October

includes the 
Christmas and

Year holidays,
